All objections and rejections not reiterated below 
are hereby withdrawn. Claims 1- 21 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 21 recite a step of "defining a reference point of a structure mask". 
As argued by applicant in the response filed 2/4/04, a structure mask may be 
interpreted to be a processed version or "mask" comprising a particular structure in a 
cell, and the instant specification teaches how to define a reference point RELATIVE TO 
a defined structure or processed version of a cell structure image. The rejections set 
forth in the previous office action arose due to a different interpretation of what applicant 
intended by defining a reference point "of a structure mask, as opposed to defining a 
reference point "relative to" a structure or structure mask. As applicant apparently 
intends the disputed step to be one of defining a reference point relative to a structure 
mask, which step is supported and enabled by the instant specification, the rejections 
made under enablement and written description are hereby withdrawn. However, due to 
the different possible interpretation and resultant confusion over what is meant by 
defining a structure point "of a structure mask, the claims are still indefinite, and the 
rejection of the claims due to recitation of this phrase is maintained. This rejection may 
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be overcome by changing the phrase "reference point of to -reference point relative to- 
- in each claim.

Claims 1-21 are again rejected.
